[0029] A preferred embodiment of a system and method thereof for network address translation 
and session management according to the present invention will now be described with reference 
to the accompanying drawings. The matters defined in the description such as a detailed construction 
and elements are no more than providing to assist in a comprehensive understanding of the 
invention: Thus, it is apparent that the present invention can be carried out without those denned 
matters but with matter s having similar functions as the functions of those defined matters . Also, 
well-known functions or constructions are not described in detail since they would obscure the 
invention in unnecessary detail. 

[0059] In response to a " 1 00 Trying" message received from a Session Initiation Protocol (SIP) 
terminal 1 10, the NAT block 200 changes [["Nia"]] !!Vu£ and "Contact" fields into the local private 
network address, which is stored in the session upon receipt of the "INVITE" message from the call 
agent 3 10 in step 502, and transmits the "100 Trying" message to the call agent 3 10 stored in the 
session.
